MOTHER SAVES BREATHLESS 
CHILD BY BLOWING INTO LUNGS 


SIOUX CITY, Ia., Feb. 16 (AP) 
—Trapped in a folding chair, his 
breathing halted, 2-year-old Mi- 
chael Bateman was saved from 
death by his mother’s breath. Mrs. 
Francis Bateman found the child 
unconscious Monday, caught be- 
tween the folded seat and back of 
a metal chair. She blew into his 
mouth until his lungs began to 
function. Then she called an in- 
halator squad which restored him 
to consciousness.

(A 
boogie version of his Saber Dance 
is popular on American juke 
boxes.) Miaskovsky has composed 
at least 17 symphonies, perhaps 
more than any other man now 
living. 

Opera Music Called “Feeble.” 

The resolution was particularly 
critical of Muradeli's opera “Great 
Friendship” performed during cele- 
brations of the thirtieth anniver- 
sary of the October revolution last 
year. 

“The music of the opera,” it said, 
‘is unexpressive and feeble, There 
is not one melody, not one aria, 
that can be memorized.

“It must also be remembered 
that the board tried to obtain co- 
operation from both the Legisla- 
ture and the Chief Executive, The 
board felt itself thrown more and 
more into relying on a Legislature 
sympathetic to its objectives. And 
it must be remembered that the 
Governor and the Legislature are 
of different parties. All these 
factors made for trouble. 

The Board’s Mistakes. 

“The board made its mistakes. 
In the first place, it might have 
avoided a ‘crisis’ by appointing 
Mr. Munyon director and then 
doing his work for him. That 
would have been a politic move. 

“After having made that first 
mistake—if the appointment of 
Mr. Sharp instead of Mr. Munyon 
is to be considered a ‘mistake’— 
the board erred in trying to ap- 
| pease the Governor by keeping 
Mr. Munyon as superintendent at 
| Boonville. He was incapable.

“The present situation can be 
corrected only by the Board of 
Training Schools, the Legislature 
and the Governor coming to open 
agreement on what policy is to be 
followed at Boonville. 

Two Alternatives. 

“There are two alternatives 
open. One is to make Boonville a 
penal institution—which I believe 
is a violation of both the letter 
and the spirit of the Constitution 
and the statutes. The other is to 
follow the general line advocated 
by the Board of Training Schools 
and by leading authorities all over 
the country. 

“This latter course cannot be 
accomplished while the present 
Governor is in office, unless his 
fundamental views on the train- 
ing schools are . I hope, 
however, that a board of six capa- 
ble persons can begin to accomp- 
lish things next Jan „ 

“The Legislature and the people 
of Missouri are alive to the prob- 
lem. The Legislature, moreover, 
has shown itself highly co-opera- 
tive with the board in the last 
year. Like co-operation is re- 
quired from the Chief Executive 
of the State. 

“When both are of the same 
party, such co-operation should be 
fairly easy to obtain. When both 
are of the same view of the handl- 
ing of the juvenile delinquency

“Certainly the Board of Training 
Schools—past or present, whatever 
its legal status is today—failed to 
effect this co-operation.

School Levies Account for 
$7,161,869 of Total Col- 
jected in 1947. 


Tea collections by Collector 
Willis W. Benson of St. Louis 
county last year totaled $12,036- 
‘825, an increase of nearly 21 per 
cent over the year before, when 
$9,962,011 was collected, Benson 


announced today. 

The balk of taxes collected — 
and the bulk of the increase — 
Benson attributed to school taxes, 
which accounted for $7,161,869. 
This was about 26 per cent more 
than the $5,661,680 collected for 
the county's 87 school districts in 
1946. He pointed out that the in- 
crease resulted from higher school 
tax rates in many districts, rang- 
ing up to $3.05 on each $100 of 
valuation in Webster Groves and 
Nirkwood districts. 

There were increases also in the

| $3,512,724 to $4,011,329; state prop-

Breaking down the county funds 
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collected in 1947, Benson said 51. 
410,684 went to general revenue, 
$1,064,664 to bond funds, $1,149,-

library fund and $212,564 to hospi- 
tal maintenance. . 

Increases in all these funds over 
1946 collections were nominal, re- 
flecting the higher assessed valua- 
tions, except in the road tax fund,

From 1931 to 1934, he led « 
world-wide study of cosmic rays. 
It was one of thé most dramatic 
episodes in recent gcientific his- 
tory, and one of the first to fire 
the imagination of the public, Be- 
fore the first World War, Euro- 
pean scientists led by a Nobel 
prize winner, V. F. Hess of Vien- 
na, had shown the existence of 
cosmic rays, tiny, high-energy 
particles which constantly are 
striking the earth. 

Robert A. Millikan, California 
Institute of Technology's Nobel- 
prize winning physicist, picked up 
the work after the war. He con- 
ceived the idea, and clung to it 
with persistence and vehemence, 
that the rays are composed of 
protons, particles of light with no 
electrical charge. Other scientists, 
both in the United States and 
Europe, insisted that the particles 
were charged and suggested that 
the debate could be resolved by 
applying the fact that magnets af- 
fect electrically-charged things. 
If the particles were charged, the 
earth’s magnetic field would draw 
them toward the poles, 

In 1931, Compton, then professor 
of physics at the University of 
Chicago, set out to find out. He 
organized several teams of scient- 
ists, and dispatched them with 
various measuring instruments to 
remote parts of the earth. With 
newspapers all over the world re- 
porting progress of the research, 


he became an accomplished moun- 
tain climber. 


Millikan, not to be outdone, 
hired a plane which got up to 
22,000 feet, equaling an altitude 
record of the time, in an attempt 
to clinch his contention that the 


cosmic rays were not charged, 
His argument was that the 
charged particles the other scien- 
tists were finding on the earth 
were only pieces from atoms in 
the earth’s atmosphere which had 
been knocked loose by photons. 

Eventualiy, the Compton team 
definitely establishéd the fact that 
the cosmic rays 
Nobody knows yet what, if any, 
effect the rays have on the earth. 
Subsequent work by Compton and 
many other scientists hag shown, 
however, that the rays come from 
outside the solar system and that 
they have tremendous energies, 
much larger than the energies 
which can be. imparted by any 
cyclotrons now built. The study 
of the rays gave scientists much 
of the information and experience 
which went into thetmaking of 
the atomic bomb. 

Compton shared the 1927 Nobel 
prize for physicg with C. T. R. 
Wilson, an English physicist.

The 16 nations taking part in 
the program have already begun 
to make arrangements for pooling 
their manpower and certain of 
their most important resources, 
and for standardizing certain 
equipment. 

Thus, under the recovery pro- 
gram Italian workmen who can’t 
find jobs at home will be hired 
to work in other countries. A con- 
ference opened in Rome recently 
to make plans for this.

Senator Taft’s Response 


In response to a direct question from the 
Post-Dispatch, Senator Taft has put himself 
on record as saying that he is “determined to 
get a general (housing) bill throygh Congress 
this session.” As we pointed out last Sunday, 
Mr. Taft has a triple responsibility in this re- 
gard. He is co-author of the Taft-Ellender- 
Wagner bill. He is chairman of the GOP policy 
committee, whose task is to specify bills which 
the party wants passed, He is the recognized 
Senate Republican leader on domestic affairs. 

Nearly a year has passed since the Senate 
Banking Committee approved the Taft-Ellender- 
Wagner bill, but it was never brought out to the 
floor, Senator Taft now explains that, while he 
feels the bill would habe passed the Senate, he 
did not press it because he “saw no chance of 
its approval by the House.“ He might have 
added that the real estate lobby was extraor- 
dinarily busy in influencing Congress against the 
bill. | 
Despite his flat pledge to seek passage of a 
housing bill, Senator Taft's statement is not 
reassuring. He points out that the great ob- 
stacles to passage of the Taft-Ellender-Wagner 
bill are its public housing provisions. These pro- 
visions extend federal aid for construction of 
houses for people now living in slums. 

The real estate lobby is opposed to public 
housing on the ground that it is socialistic, yet 
it offers no remedy for the slums. The private 
building industry cannot finance new homes for 
slum-dwellers because there is no money in it. 
Nor does it want the Government to enter the 
field. So it is acting like the dog in the manger. 

The industry and its lobby are perfectly will- 
ing to accept Government aid, such as in long- 
term FHA insurance, for the construction of 
middle-income homes, This, in a broad sense, 
is socialistic, too. The real estate lobby does not 
gag on this type of socialism; it is merely op- 
posed to the public housing type of socialism. 
We don't think the man in the street could tell 
the difference. 

Senator Taft intimated he might postpone the 
public housing features of the bill to get the 


" remainder of it enacted. Yet how can slums be 


cleared at all if something isn’t done to ‘house 
their present occupants? As the Senate Banking 


Committee said last year: 
The committee does not see how, as a 
matter of simple justice, it can recommend 
a housing program which would aid all 
groups of our citizenry the very one 
which is most in need of aid. 
The committee added that opponents of pub- 
lic housing had offered no workable alternative 
plan, except that some witnesses had “callously 


advocated” that such families should be placed 


on relief. That's in the best “let-’em-eat-cake” 
tradition. 

In St. Louis, it is hoped that the slums from 
Fourteenth to Grand and from Market to Olive 
can be torn down and replaced by middle-income 
housing. But where are the dispossessed slum 
dwellers to go? To provide a place for them is 
Step No. 1. 

If Congress passes the Taft-Ellender-Wagner 
bill without its public housing provisions, it will 
be a fraud and a delusion. And Senator Taft 
and the Senate Banking Committee are well 
aware of that fact.

Most of us are inclined to shun the dictionary. 
It's just too much trouble to consult the bulky 
thing. We take a chance on spelling or use 
another word; as for meaning, well it’s to be 
made out after a fashion from context. 

Yet once in a while a word—probably a fa- 
miliar one—gives us pause. Just why should it 
be what it is? There are those negatives like 
disgruntle which seem to have no positives. Or 
more likely the stopper is one of those 75-cent 
words. that the social scientists and the bureau- 
crats have pounded into our vocabulary by sheer 
dint of repetition. 

Rehabilitation is a case in point. One remem- 
bers vaguely that habilitation has something to 
do with clothing. But is the Marshall plan to 
reclothe the Western democracies? Well, yes, 
but it contemplates rather more than that. So 
why do we not use restore, rebuild, mend, heal, 
fix up or some other word or word combination 
more comfortable to the tongue and more to 
the point? 

That old word detective, Ivor Brown, simi- 
larly puzzled, ran across habilitie, the root of 
our currefitly overworked word, in a play writ- 
ten as the sixteenth century turned into the 
seventeenth by Cyril Tourneur, a quite 
neglected playwright in spite of Swinburne's 
statement that he ought to be rated among the 
greatest of Shakespeare’s successors. Tourneur 
spoke of a child rais'd with cost and tender- 
nesse to full habilitie of body.” It obviously 
means ability. 4 

Maybe we should be saying that Secretary 
of State Marshall, Congress willing, means to 
re-able Western Europe. It would make more 
obvious sense. But, of course, the fanciers-up 
of the language had their innings first.

A Policy of Abundance 


A constructive change in federal farm policy 
is proposed by unanimous vote of a Senate Agri- 
culture subcommittee, The present policy, reach- 
ing back to President Hoover's Farm Board, cre- 
ates an “economy of scarcity” by pro- 
duction, holding up prices and surpluses. 
Yet, as the subcommittee says, “People need ade- 
quate food in bad times as well as in good times.” 

Therefore, instead of supporting prices, the 
subcommittee proposes to maintain the farmers’ 
share of the national income. This would let con- 
sumer food prices fall when national income was 
shrinking. Farmers would be compensated for 
what they produced instead of for not producing. 
When surpluses arose, the Government would 
subsidize consumption by low-income families, 
expand the school lunch program and take sim- 
ilar measures. Subsidized consumption was prac- 
ticed to a limited extent under the prewar food 
stamp program, and it worked out well. 

It may be asked why farmers require any such 
special solicitude from the Government. The 
answer is still, as it was in the depression, that 
they are weak bargainers in an economy, domi- 
nated by rigid industrial prices and wage rates. 
Unless they are protected in times of price re- 
cession, they go bankrupt in droves. The sub- 
committee merely proposes that the method of 
protection should not make farm commodities 


still another area of high-priced scarcity. Its idea 
is sound, and it is timely since the current sag 
in commodity markets is carrying farm prices 
toward present support levels. 
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Leadership Against the Kickback 

Constructive leadership against medical kick- 
backs has now been offered by the council of 
the St. Louis Medical Society and the Missouri 
State Medical Association, with the support of 
the St. Louis Ophthalmic Society and the St. 
Louis County Medical Society. 

They propose to discipline members found 
guilty of accepting kickbacks, and to seek legis- 
lation regulating the sale of eyeglasses. The 
County Medical Society in its official Bulletin 
denounces kickbacks in strong terms. It says 
flatly that there has been rebating and fee-split- 
ting by some physicians, opticians and drug 
stores in the St. Louis area. In contrast with the 
usual protestations that only a minority of physi- 
cians here take kickbacks, the Bulletin says “how 
much fee-splitting or rebating” exists “is difficult 
to determine.” It reports that a firm once of- 


«fered rebates of 30 to 40 per cent and that a few 


physicians are actually. known to have accepted 
kickbacks. It then es this statement: 
Neither condition should be allowed to ex- 
ist, and could not exist if the honest physi- 
cians could exert just a little more effort and 

a little more care. 

The profession has now resolved to act against 
that part of its membership whose unethical prac- 
tices tend to place the whole under a cloud. 
This leadership, to be effective, must be armed 
with practical measures to apprehend persons 
guilty of giving and taking rebates and to punish 
them. It will have to be armed also with a fight- 
ing determination to do the job. 

It is cause for some reservations in the matter 
therefore that members of. the Council of the 
St. Louis Medical Society “explained that the 
Medical Society is not in a position to obtain 
evidence of kickbacks or fee-splitting through in- 
vestigation of books and records of members, or 
of opticians and druggists.” ae 

Such evidence must be obtained before any- 
thing can be done about correcting the kickback 
and fee-splitting evils. The Medical Society will 
either have to make the investigation itself, or 
supply some other agency with ammunition and 
urge it to action, if the measures which the so- 
ciety proposes are really to mean anything. 

The Collector of Internal Revenue is already 
interested. The Missouri revenue-collecting agen- 
cies also might investigate to find out whether 
sales taxes are paid on the full price of eye- 
glasses sold by kickback methods. A federal 
grand jury might determine whether practices al- 
lied with the kickback racket are in restraint 
of trade. 

Closest to home. the Better Business Bureau 
should be alert to ferret out the facts about this 
unethical business. That’s what the Bureau ex- 
ists for. Yet it has been trying for two and a 
half weeks to make up its mind whether it wants 
to tackle the job. Does it lack the courage to 
do so? Is it willing to pass up an opportunity to 
distinguish itself and to perform a great service 
to the community? | 

There are many fronts on which to attack the 
kickback racket, and the best strategy will be 
to proceed on all of them, We trust that the 
St. Louis Medical Society's statement means that 
it intends to do so.

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That Springfield Debate 


A lively debate is going on in Springfield, Mo., 
over Gen. Jonathan Wainwright’s earnest plea 
there recently for universal military training to 
insure national security. This veteran of active 
service at the front in two world wars assailed 
educators who believe that “a one-year disrup- 
tion of a young man’s education for UMT is a 
terrible thing.” He referred to such belief as 
“damned twaddle.” He also asserted that com- 
pared with the life of the nation the life of the 
individual is nothing.” 

These, indeed, are strong words straight from 
the shoulder of a professional military man. How- 
ever, he earned the right to utter them, With 
his handful of men, he made those tragic stands 
at Bataan and Corregidor, drained the bitter cup 
of surrender to the Japs, and endured 39 months 
of mistreatment and humiliation as a prisoner of 
war. If there ever was a man who had to pay 
a big chunk of the price for a natiori’s unpre- 
paredness it was Gen. Jonathan Wainwright. 

Aside from persons in this nation who bear it 
ill-will, there are well-meaning persons who shut 
their eyes to the elemental facts of national se- 
curity or who view those facts with unfounded 
fear. In the latter class are two college deans 
in Springfield who criticized the General. One 
said he was “reluctant to see my country adopt 
the same thing Germany had—militarism,“ and 
the other said that “the State should be the serv- 
ant of the people, not the reverse.” 

One year in the UMT would be a far cry from 
the militarism that Hitler saddled on Germany. 
The State is the servant of the veople but it will 
remain so only as long as there are enough peo- 
ple willing to stake theig lives to preserve the 

~ American form of government, If they are mar- 
shalled into uniform again, they will accept once 
more the proposition that in time of war they 
must be ready to defend their freedom with their 
lives. If they are trained before they are in- 
ducted, both they and the nation will have far 
better chances. 

A man who has served his country as Gen. 
Wainwright has could only have had such prin- 
ciples in mind, It is too bad that Bataan and 
Corregidor have been so largely forgotten, These 
are days when our diplomacy depends on an ade- 
quate military force to give meaning to foreign 
policy and world-wide commitments... Perhaps 
the debate going on in the “Queen City of Mis- 
souri” will blow the dust off the sad annals of 
1941 and 1942. ) 
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Air Transport: Unity 

During the war the Army had its Air Trans- 
port Command. The Navy had its Navy Air 
Transport Service, The Marines also had their 
air transport branch in the Pacific. The result 
was duplication of service, exaggerated expense 
and lowered efficiency. 

Now, under the unified Department of De- 
fense, Secretary Forrestal has ordered the for- 
mation of one organization to embrace them all, 
to be known as the Military Air Transport 
Service. It is a good move and there should be 
more like it.

Dollars Can’t Win in China

has provided Chiang 
Kai-shek’s National- 
ists with nearly four 
billion dollars, Much 
of this has been 
stolen or squandered. 
Ameritans trained 
and equipped two 
crack armies for 
Chiang. They have 
now been decimated 
beyond rec ognition 
by military incompe- 
tence and corruption. 

Chiang launched 
his reckless Manchu- Rep. Walter Judd 
rian gamble against

States military experts. Today he has only 
a toehold left north of the Wall. China’s 
Communists are virtually certain to win all 
Manchuria. In addition, four other Red ar- 
mies are on the offensive in the heart of 
China proper, plus guerrilla forces in the 
deep south. The cost of the civil war is 
bankrupting Nanking, starving the people 
and demolishing any chance of China's 
economic recovery for possibly a genera- 
tion. a 


4 Humiliating Confession 


Despite this appalling situation, Ameri- 
cans are being told we can buy the defeat 
of China’s Communists, now far stronger 
than ever before, with dollars. We are 
even assured that merely another $1,300,- 
000,000 will do the job. But first-class Jap- 
anese Armies failed utterly to eliminate the 
Chinese Reds—in an eight-year effort cost- 
ing many times this amount, Can the Na- 
tionalists’ graft-ridden Army bureaucracy 
—with its spiritless, under-fed "forced sol- 
diers”—hope to succeed where the pick of 
Jap veteran armies proved completely in- 
adequate? 7 

Last September proud Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek actually told his National- 
ist (Kuomintang) chiefs that his 20-year 
leadership had been a “failure.” He saw 
“only chaos all around me.” No chief of 
state in this century has ever made a more 
humiliating confession. It has been dem- 
onstrated, again and again, that military 
supplies and cash alone cannot possibly 
eradicate the Chinese Reds.

On the other hand, a compro-

tions, and so on. Behind the fa- 
cade of a compromise, the bitter- 
enders could work to undermine 
the purpose of the plan.

“I have 
been trying for some time to find 
an agent which is concentrated in 
it, and which as a germicide might 
be used to kill the typhoid germs. 
It has been found, incidentally, 
that water-soluble penicillin and 
streptomycin cannot be used. The 
gall bladder, in order to concen- 
trate bile for storage, has the 
power of absorbing watery sub- 
stances.” 

The organ, he said, has two main 
functions. One is the concentration 
and storage of bile, to be lib- 
erated later for the digestive proc- 
esses, and the other as a pressure 
regulatory mechanism for the liver 
and common bile duct, It has not 
definitely been determined wheth- 
er the gall bladder functions to 
aid in the digestion of fats, he 
said, as it has not been possible to 
detect a marked change in the 
rate of absorption of fats in per- 
sons whose gall bladder has been 
removed. In dogs with the organ 
removed, he said, it has deen 
found that the bile ducts enlarge 
to provide additional bile storage 
capacity. 

Dr. Ivv said that in some cases 
it had been found that a spasm 
of the sphincter muscle which 
controls the flow of bile into the 
duodenum caused acute pain of 
the type found in patients with 
gall bladder difficulty. 

Dr. Ivy's talk on Applied 
Physiology of the Gall Bladder,” 
was the third in the Loeb series 
of lectures. Dr. Loeb was dean of 
St. Louis University School of 
Medicine from 1914 to 1927, and 
was professor of otolaryngology 
there. The lecture series was es- 
tablished in his memory by the 
school’s chapter of Phi Delta Ep- 
silon, a medical fraternity.
